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THE SITUATION IN SOUTH 
AFRICA AND THE PHILIPPINES.

One of these has Ilcen the Beer War in 
South Africa, the othcr the Filipino War 
in the Hast Indian Archipelago. Theone has 
made Great Britain the predcminant Power 
in Africa, the other has given the other 
Anglo-Saxon Power a strong foothold in 
the Eastern Seas. In many respects tle 
wars were similar. Neither bad been entered 
on_deliberately ; each was the issue of appar- 
ently extraneous events; ard both while 

_ seemingly waged for the destiuction of the 
liberties of peoples struggling to be inde- 
pendent have really resulted in the acquire- 
ment by toth of a far more tangible free- 
com. Foth countrics have now arrived ata 
critical point, and the future of each de- 
fends largely on the wisdem with which 
that crisis is surmcunted. Here, how- 
ever, for the mcment all similitude ends, 
and tle task of the British Government 
proves of a far different nature from that of 
the United States in the Philippine Isl: nds. 
The danger in tle Scuth Africun Republics 
was that irom the very excess of liberty they 
were ina fair way to drop into the jaws of 
n narrow oligarchy, whose interests were far 
‘from being those of the Burghers, and who 
were plotting tohend their fellow-citizens 
tied ard bund into the hands of the 
Geman Ewpire. What. prospects of inde- 
pendence tbis would have left to the Boer 
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yielded her duties to the Roman Church. 
The consequence of this abnegation of 
control was that the entire country came 
under the depressing rule of the religious 
orders, with the result that, failing an 
appeal to its natural government, the people 
at Jarge rose in rebellion; Such was. the 
yosition when the United States came to 
the rescue of the islanders. The rule of the 
religious orders was done away with, but 
the country could produce uvthing better, 
arda state of anarchy was the consc quence, 
which the United States had to put down by 
force of arms. This has at last been accom- 
plished, and now the States find themselves 
in the position of having to-evolve order out 
of chaos. Willingly the States would 
restore autonomy to their new possession, 
but the elements of cohesion are absolutely 
wanting ; and till the people bave learnt the 
first rudiments of eelf-government there is 
no power-or authority capable: f taking up 
the task. To restore the religious orders 
would be to fasten on the unfortunate 
inhabitants the old yoke found insupportable 
after long experience. One of the worst 
abuses of that system wag that tle greater 
part of ithe lands urder cultivation fell 
into the hands of there orders, with the 
result that is inevitable under such condi- 
tions, and the Statcs from the beginning 
promised that this evil should be extin- 
guished ; but commun justice forbids that 
this should be done without due and 
reasonable compensation. The Philippines 
at the mcment. are too poor to provide the 
necessary funds, and it was necessary there- 
fore that they ehould be meanwhile provided 
by the States.

FRENCH AFFAIRS, 
—_——_@————. 
(Daily Press, 12th August.) 

It is but a few weeks since under the 
government of Mr. Waxpscx-RovussEau 
France seemed to Lave entered on a career 
of European usefulnese. Internally she was 
in a state of profound peace, and exter- 
nally, while fully preserving her prestige, 
and without any sacrifice of French rights, 
she was generally becoming respected and 
held in unwonted consideration. The peace 
of Europe was indeed held to be assured ; 
and if there were any specks on the horizon 
France was of all others the last place where 
they were to be looked for. 
WaLpEck-Roussrav did not. in an 
measure pose as a great statesman: he ha 
no magnificent schemes of the rearrang: 
ment of property; he was quite content to 
let the world jog along on its own -way ; 
and had no great desire to be considered as 
the saviour of his country, or to gain any of 
those coveted appellations that, have been’ 
the desire of statesmen from time immemor- 
ial. Nor was France unmindful of the states- 
man who had taught her that other qualities 
beside ambition go to make a good minis- 
ier, and in recognition of his services gave 
him at the last elections a majority almost 
uncxampled in modern France. Feeling his 
health unable for the strain, M. WaLDEcK- 
Rousseau resigned, leaving to allappearance 
a way clear to his successor to follow in his 
ways; no changes other than merely per- 
sonal were made in the Cabinet, and yet, we 
find in a few weeks, and before practically 
the new Government has had time to seat 
itself in the saddle, there already com- 
rumours of fresh trouables head.

habit of pin-pricking. Not content to leave 
things as they stand at Shaughai a French 
Consul begins the silly policy of non 
possumus, He issues a warrant for the 


arrest of a Chinese subject in the Foreign. 


Settlements, and then, as he has orders not 
to be represented in the Mixed Court of the 
Settlement, insists on his being brought to 
bis own Court. The French missionaries 
at Niugpo allege their righ: to a portion of 
a public road for many years enjoyed and 
kept in order by the foreign community,

THE CELEBRATION IN 
HONGKONG, 

The Coronation of 
Edward VII end Queen Alexandra was cele- 
brated in Hongkong on aturday, 9th August, 
and took the form of ajgeneral illumination of 
the city. Preparationg for the great event had 
been made on a most lavish scale. Unfortunate- 
ly heavy rain set in duxing the evening, and of 
course made short work of ihe illumina- 
tions; but luckily not before the full effect 
had been witnessed] of the. decoration of 
the fown, which was simply a_ picture 
of beauty beneath its myriad fairy lights.. The 
best view was perhaps to be got from the 
Harhour. ‘lier upon trer of lights innumerable 
rose from the water-line {o the Peak, with here 
and there some immense design standing out in 
bold relief. The Harbour itself presented a 
splendid spectacle. All the ships were decorated. 
Outstanding features were the Lamar with her 
large design of “ riage te the King” between 
{he masts, and the Japanese cruiser Cihztose 
with all ber lines from stem to stern yicked 
out with electric lights. In the ci‘y there 
were countless objects} of interest and veanty; 
Queen’s Road was a |bluze of colour, All the 
central streets had lanterns hung along the sides 
of the pavements in addition to the decorations 
Naturally the scene attracted 
thonsands of Chinese ‘from east and west, and 


polics were powerless to cope with it. 

When the streets were at their busiest with 
sightseers, a little after nine o'clock, rain began 
to fal), and prevented the full prorramme from 
being carried to a completion. The Fish Pro- 
cession made a beginniog but was unable to 
continue its full conrse and retired in a very 
bedraggled condition after reaching the Queen’s 
Statue. The fireworks-from the Tamar came 
off all right; those that were to have been 
sent up from behind:the City Hall were, how- 
ever, a failure owing 4o the wet, and there were 
many blanks and few.successes. Malf an hour 
alter the rain commenced, the illumination 
paraphernalia were hopelessly wrecked. The 
Janterns which formed {he main factor in the 
decorations were falling on the streets in all 
directions and in some cases the flimsily con- 
structed bambooo structures which supported 
them were blown down also. 
seers Whom the decorations had brought forth 
braved the unpleasenti ess of the weather until 
well on towards midnight, but the bulk of them 
wisely went home. What had been a brave 
show at nine o'clock:was a sorry wreck at ten. 
The band performance on the Cricket Ground 
‘ad of course {o be abandoned. On the whole, 
howerer, the illumination of the town must be 
voted @ huge success. Never before had Hong- 
kon been deccrated on such a lavish scale, and- 
by good fortune the people of the Colony had 
plenty of {ime before the rain began to sce for 
themselveg-ow lovely their city can look when 
dressed for fest. It would be difficult to find 
a place anywhere age in the world thatlends 
itself so well ¢e the sort of decorations 
which Hongkong put on last Saturday ; ou every 
side cne heard expressions of admiration at the 
beauty of the scene. Looked at in detail orasa 
whole, {he illuminationg Were beyond all words 
admirable. If the progtamme originally ar- 
ranged for had been all carried ont at the same

THE CORONATION SERVICE IN 
8. JOHN'S CATHEDRAL. 

On Saturday, 9th August, at 11 am., the 
postponed Coronation Office appcintel for 
the Anglican Church| throughout the Empire 
was impressively rendered in &. John’s 
Cathedral in the presence of a very large 
congregation. Long before the hour ap- 
pointed for the commencement of the service 
the church began to fill and when the clergy 
and choir arrived at the west door nearly 
all the available space was occupied. H.E. 
Major-General Sir} William Gascoigne, 
K.U.M.G., the Officer|Administering the Gov- 
ernmepg, at! ended by Captain the Hon. H. W. F. 
Trefusts, A.D.C., was seated in the chancel, 
adjoining the eho ith the .Government 
Officials and Members of the Coronatiua Celebra- 
tion Committee on euch side. At the head of 
the nave were = Gascoigne, many mili- 


tary and naval officers, and the Members of 
the Consular Body! Whilst one could rot 
fail to observe the effect produced by such an 
assemblage and its surroundings, a feeling of 
deep reverence was inspired by the fact that 
it was also an united dct of devout thanksgiving 
for the restoration flo health of the King, as 
well as a participation in the celebration of his 
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Coronation. Although the office had been pre- 
pared originally without any misgiving that its 
postpouement wonld be necessary, yet it proved 
most fitting, for nearly all through it was an 
ascription of praise and thenksgiving. 

The service was commenced by the clerg 
and the choir entering from the west door 
and singing in procession the Coronation 
hymn “Lord of Might, our Land's Defender,” 
the congregation joining in. On reaching the 
chancel the whole assemblage sang two verses 
of the National Anthem, led by the organ and 
the instruments. hen followed a portion of 
the Litany, most expressively sung by the choir 
to the Ferial setting, the Rev. E. H. Good 
M.A., the Naval Chaplain, intoning. <A selec- 
tion from the Communion office was then 
taken, commencing: with the Introit, “O 
hearken Thou unto the voice of my calling.” 
It will be remembered that when the Service 
of Intercession was held on receipt of the 
news of the King’s illness this short but 
very effective piece was given as the anthem. 
It was composed by the organist for tho 
coronation service. The first part was faken as 
a semi-chorus by Mrs. Mudie and Miss Chun- 
yut, soprano; Misses Ramsey and Leykum, 
contralto; Messrs. G. W. Coster and H. Arthur, 
tenor; and W. J. Terrill and F, G. Whittick, 
bas: Both the semi-chorns and the full 
chorus which followed were very well sung. 
The Kpistle was read by the Rev. T. 
Wright,’ B.A., and the Gospel by the Rev. 
J. H. France, M.A. The Niceno Creed 
was sung to Stainer's beautiful setting in F, 
after which the Proclamation was read from 
the Altar steps by the Kev. F. T. Johnson, M.A., 
Chaplain of the Cathedral. A prayer followed, 
and then came the anthem “O Lord our Govern- 
our,” by Gadsby.- There were several more 
prayers, followed by the Benediction, at the 
conclusion of which wus sung Stainer’s Seren- 
fold Amen. The Choir then sang the Te Deum 
toSt nford’ssetting, which is acknowledged to be 
one of the finest in English Church music. It 
isa noble work and was most carefully rendered, 
the ins!ruments in the leads und interludes 
being most effective. Two vorses were sung *8 
a quartet composed of Masters F..and W. 
Hagen and Messrs. G. W. Coster and A. 
Cuoningham. At its conclusion the choir and 
clergy left the chancel, the organist and band 
playing asa recessional the ‘* War March of 
the Priests” (dthulie), which concluded what 
taust be described asa beautiful and dignified 
service and one appropriate to the occasion. - 

The choir deserve much eredit for their 
efforts and the manner in which the music 
was rendered, and the taste and expression 
observed— especially in the Creed—showed - 
that they had been carefully and ably 
trained by the talented oiganist, Mr. A. G. 
Ward. His two compositions for the occasion, 
although not ambitious, exhibit much merit. 
The hymn is a good stirring tune and the in-* 
troit.is a very melodious little piece, and might 
very well find a permanent place in other choir 
libraries, The clergy present were the Revs.

\CEREMONY AT THE HONGKONG 
CLUB. 


After the service in S. Jobn’s Cathedral, the 
Officer Administering the Government, attend- 
ed by his A.D.C., paid a visit to the Hongkong 
Clnb, where he found a very large gathering 
of members waiting his arrival to drink the 
health of the newly crowned King and Queens. 
Mr. Robert Shewan ably filed the post of 
master of the ceremonies, and as soon as all 
glasses were chat ged, Major-General Gascoigne 
briefly proposed the health of “King Edward, 
God bless him!’ which was enthusiastically 
drunk and was followed by the singing of the 
National Anthem, The Hon. W. Meigh Gocd- 
man (Chief Justice) then proposed the health 
of the Queen, which met with a warm reception. 
Finally Mr. Shewan proposed the health of 
Major-General Sir William Gascoigne, “ one 
of the best, if not the best, Governor we have 
ever had.” Three cheers anda “tiger” were 
given and the time-honoured song “ For he's a 
jolly! gord fellow" was sung most heartily. 
‘After further cheers for Lady Gascoigne, the 
General responded feelingly saying how much 
he was touched by his reception, and expressing 
his thanks and good wishes to all present. The 
ceremony then ended. 


THE ILLUMINATIONS.- 


Coming to details in the matter of the 
illuminations one bas difficulty in knowing 
where to begin, there was so much to attract 
the attention. The Government and public 
buildings were decorated in fashion worthy of 
ihe occasion. Government House, as seen from 
the low levels, was principally striking with the 
great illuminated letters “ EB.” and “Ro 
crown and the Prince of Wales's Feathers. 
Headquarter House was also suitably decked. 
In the centre of the town the Clock Tower came 
in for a large share of admiration. It was 
garlanded with lanterns, the dials were 
surrounded with coloured electric globes, 
facing down Pedder Street were displayed 
the letters “E.R.,” near the top “1902” 
was placed in huge figures, and the crest of the 
Tower was dominated by a great crown 
brilliantly lighted. The Post Office, Supreme 
Court and Land Office were resplendent with 
Japanese lamps. Along Queen's Road every 
house lent its quota to {he general display. As 
was only natural, crowds of Chinese, thousands 
upon thousands, were attracted to the centre 
of the town, and Europeans had to go through 


the press of the thronged thoroughfares in- 


order to see the sights. Queen’s Statue 
square was crowded from an early hour 
in the evening. From there a good view 
was to be bad of the harbour and of the 
fireworks from the Tumar and from the lighter 
which the Japanese community had requisi- 
tioned for the occasion. Heavy rain came 
on shortly after nine o'clock and there was 4 
general scurry among the sightseers. Crowds 
of drenched coolies invaded thé matshed erected 
for subscribers, much to the! discomfort and 
annoyance of ifs European occupants, and it 
was only after Sergeant Garrod and Sergeant 


McSwayed had been appealed to that the unwel- - 


come intruders could be expelled. By tin 
o'clock a woeful change had come over the scene. 
The illuminations were nearly all extinguished. 
She fireworks that were to have been set off 
from the Queen’s Statue were destroyed. The 
streets were littered with debris, broken lanterns 
falling in all directions. It was something to 
be thankful for that the public’had had an op- 
portunity kefore the rain set in of seeing the 
illuaminations in all their glory. Queen’s Road 
Central was the principle rendezvous of the 
crowds, and the illuminations here really com- 
manded admiration. 
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The Spanish Mission House and two adjoin- 
ing houses, the French Mission. the residence 
of the German Coneul,.‘ The Castle,” Sir Paul 
Chater’s residence, and several other private 
residences. on the upper levels were illuminated j 
by Japanese lanterns. 

The Hongkong Hotel was lavishly illuminated 
with colcured lanterns and made an attractive 
spectacle from the Lurbour. The huge build- 
ing was outlined on each floor from Des 
Voeux Road to Queen's Road vio, Pedder t treet. 

Meesrs. Graca & Co., the well-known postage- 
stamp dealers, (fogether with Mr. R. P. D.f 
8. de Silva, the Indian Jeweller of the Hong- 
kong Hotel corridor, artistically decorated their | 
stall with three Jarge arches of evergreens. On 
the top of the central arch stood a fine {rans- 
parency of one large Hongkong pcstage-stamp 
of 2-cents rose, and on the top of the other two 
arches were gold-crowned frames with portraits 
of the King and Queen. Lower down on the 
central arch were exhibitid two really artistic 
pictures made of used postage-rtamps. 

The premises in Queen's Road Central 
occupied by Mesers. Meyerink & Co., Messrs. 
KE. D. Sassoon & Cr., and the Deutsche 
Asiatische Bank were illumined on all three 
floors with lanterns, the six arches on es ch floor 
being decked off with numerous Jights disposed 
in fanciful designs. 

Nos. 24 and 25, Bank Buildings, Queen's Road 
Central, occupied by Messrs Jorge & Co.. and 
Messrs, Barretto & Co., were ablaze with light 
and colour. On all three stories the: arches 
were hung with groups of lanterns tastefully 
disposed. In the arch above the main entrance 
were the illuminated letters ‘ E.R.” while in 
the arch above that was placed a huge crown. 

The furniture store of Messrs. (heong Lee 
& Co., at 8, Queen's Road Central, was prettily 
decked in front with lace, leaves «nd flowers, 
King Edward's photograph, surmcunted by a 
crown of flowers hung in the middie of the 
verandah, between the illuminated Ictters “ E.”’ 
and “R.” Beneath the picture wes displayed 
a big oblong Chinese rice-paper work on which 
appeared the illuminated legend “ God Save the 

ing.” The Union Jack and the Yellow Dra- 
gon flanked the door, and Japanese lanterns 
hung in rows completed the design. 

Messrs. Watkins, Ld., chemists, lad their 
premises in Queen's Road prettily set off with 
coloured electric globes and Chitcse lanterns. 


As the central design there was a large illumi- | 


nated crown; flanked by the lettera “ E.”’ and 
“R.” and having beneath ittle ligend “ Long 
may he reign!” 

Messrs. A Ling & Co.'s. furniture store at 68, 
Queen’s Road Central. was nicely adorned with 
many coloured Chinese paper ornaments and 
Japanese lanterns. 

The building No. 10, Queen's Road, in which 
are the offices of Messrs. Deacon & Hastings, had 
the whole frontage decorated with rows and 
arches of coloured Japanese lanterns, which 
gave a very pretty effect. 

The Italian Consulate in Queen's Road was 
decorated with globular red, white, and green 
Chinese lanterns, {he national colours As the 
lanterns had been thoughtfully placed under 
the arches of the verandah they did not suffer 
from the storm and shone brightly all night, 
emblematic of the friendship of the two nations. 

Mr. G. Girault’s place at 6, Queen's Road, 
was bright with lanterns, flowers, and bunting, 
a group of lamps being exposed on each side of 
the entrance and the verandah illuminated. 


Messrs. Kruse & Co., had their store at 
Connaught House most effectively illuminated. 
Exhibited in front were the letters “ E.R.” 
‘ten feet high and. brilliantly lighted up with 
abont fifty incandescent Welsbach gas lamps, 
the dazzling light from which was in strong 
contrast to the soft glow of the festoons of 
lanterns and the tiny stars of the electric globes. 


Mesers. H. Price & Co, combined with Messrs. 
Johnson, Stokes & Master in the decoration 
of their Queen's Road frontage, which was 
picked out with Chinese lanterns and ticely 
decorated, the centre-piece being an illuminated 
crown flanked by the letters“ HE” and * A.”

S. Joseph's College made a pretty picture in 
its festival attire. he middle of the building 
was surmounted by a large luminous croxs 
On the east corner appeared the iuitial “ F," 
and on the west the initial “A.,” of huge pro- 
portions, Upon the facade of the College 
towards the harbour was the legend in great 
characters:—‘‘God Save Our King.’ The 
plan was much the same as that adopted in 
he 1897 decorations. 

Cuptain Milroy had the Sailors’ Home 
decorated with an anchor t n feet long, having 
the letters “Bk.” and “R.” on the right 
and left* respectively. Below these were 
hung numerous Chinese lanterns. 

Mr. Fung Wa Chun had his house and 
gardens, “ Burnside,” iliuminated with 1,500 
lanterns and the device, * God Save the King,” 
on the front of the Luilding. 

The new Victoria Hotel wis entirely ontlined 
with coloured’ lamps, and at intervals vari- 
coloured fires were lit, which produced rather a 
striking spectacle and one that did credit to 
Mr. Farmer's ingenuity. 

The offices of Messrs. L. M. Alvares & Ce. 
weie decorated with Japanese lanterns bearing 
portaits of His Majesty hung up in two rows 
along the verandahs, facing Des Voux Road 
and Douglas Street. 

The Mercantile Bank of India did uot decorate 
their building very extensively, but the design 
though simple was in keeping with the neigh- 
bouring displays. 

The premises of Messrs. N. Mody & Co. ut 
54 and 56, Queen's Road were beautifully 
illuminated. The upper two stories of Nos. 54 
and £6 are in their occupation, and the illumina- 
lions entirely rested with the firm. The two 
upper verandahs facing Queen's Road wera 
decorated with wooden blocks of the following 
figures :—‘‘ On Him be Pleased to Pour Thy 
Choicest Gifts‘in Store,” the first line being on 
the top and the second on the lower verandah 
respectively.

The word was fixed ineach gap of 
the verandah between two iron pillars and was 
then illuminated with coloured Indian glass- 
lights. In the exect centre between the 
upper and lower verandah on one of the 
pillars a wooden crown 5 feet by 3 feet was 
attached with the letters, “E..R.” on. eech 
side and {wo stars at each end, all of which 
were illuminated with lights in different colours. 
Beside these, bundreds of Japanese lanterns

O., the Headquarter Offices 
in Fletcher Street of Mr. A. F. Arculli were 
decorated with bunting and the Royal Stendard. 
The entrance facing Queen’s Boad bad the 
devices of ‘‘ God Save the King ” under s crown 
and “£.” & “A.” formed of fairy lights. The

The verandahs of the premises of the China 
Fire Insurance Co. were outlined with Japanese 
lanterns of various colours and shapes. 

‘Messrs. Cawasjee Pallanjee & Co. had their 
premises at 22, Stanley Street well illuminated. 
with rows of Japanese lanterns, there being a 
double row on the middle verandah and a single 
row top and bottom. Above the entrance was 
suspended a large gas lamp. ; 

The refinery of the China Sugar Refining 
Co., Ld, and the adjoining house were illuminat- 
ed with electric lights. 

The decorations at the Club Lusitano in 
Shelley Street were on a lavish scale, and very 
effective they proved. The whole frontage was 
picked out with coloured portrait lanterns. In 
the arch above the main entrance wasa 
huge illuminated portrait of the King and 
Queen surrounded with a border made up of the 
rose, thistle and shamrock, In the two arches 
to the right and left of the central design the 
letters “EE.” and “A.” were exhibited, being 
formed by large gas globes, which, together 
with the other decorations, yielded a very fine 
effect and drew forth much admiration. 

Mention must not be omitted of the display 
made by cur very loyal and patriotic citizen. 
Mr. H. N. Mody. His residence, “ Buxey Lodge” 
on Caine Road, was very artistically decorated, 
The trees in front of the house were hung with 
lanterns, a feature which is always charming. 
The front of the house was conspicuous with its 
design in gas-of the letters “BE.” and “A.” 
about 3 feet high. Underneath this was ‘“ God 
bless the Emperor of India ” in letters of about 
2 feet; while the whole was capped with an 
enormons crown measuring nearly 5 feet. 
The- roof was festooned with lanterns, and it 
would be difficult to conceive of any thing hand- 
gomer than the effect this residence produced. 

Messrs. R. 8S. Woonwalla & Co.'s honge in 
Old Baily was illuminated with a few hundred 
Japanese lanterns of various colours. 

essre, Butterfield & Swire had their premises 
splendidly decorated. On the Des Voux Road 
side the whole facade was outlined, with a huge 
red lantern as a centrepiece. On the Praya 
side, all the verandahs and balconies were simi- 
larly set off with Japanese and Chinese lanterns. 
The main feature here was the display of the 
Chinese characters denoting Tazkoo, composed 
of long red crimson lanterns ; this spectacle was 
much admired and appreciated especially by the 
Chinese sightseers. Surmounting this device 
were the letters “E. R.,” illuminated by elec- 
ricity, the whole thing being enclosed in a fancy 
border of coloured lamps. 

The City Hall was decorated with lanterns 
on the Queen’s Road and Harbour sides, the 
latter especially being a beautiful example of 
the decorative art, 

Along the edge of the Parade Ground 
lanterns of various colours were suspended 
adding to the general pleasing effect. 

The Cricket Ggound and Club-house were 
also illuminated. me 

Mr. W. Waters had the frontage of Thomas's 
Hotel very nicely decked, and the decoration 
here were all the more effective as the building 
js advantageously situated for being viewed 
along several different vistas. 

The Civilian Clab premises lent their quota 
to the illuminations on Queen’s Road, lanterns 
being hung ont along the balcony. ; 

At the Hon, Wei A Yuk’s private residence, 
“ Braeside,” .Macdonnell Road, the decorations 


with fairy lamps, with jewels of multi-coloured 
lamps in centre, On the scaffolding occupying 
the whole frontage of the house, and immedi- 
ately uider the crown, were displayed tke 
letters “E.R: and “God save the King,” in 
letters four feet deep, illuminated with fairy 
Jamps. By the side of the crown floated the 
flags of ‘England and China. At the base of 
the scaffolding, in less prominent letters, the 
name of the house “ Braeside, 1902,” appeared. 
Festoons of Japanese lanterns suspended from 
the arches of all the verandahs completed a 
very fine decorative scheme. 
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roof to the basement by electric aro lights. 
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among the best exhibited in the colony. -No 
special design was observed in the illumination 
of the establishment of the Hongkong & 
Kowloon Wharf & Godown Company, but an 
effective display was made by the numerous 
lanterns suspended from the building: during the 
day bunting was flown from the flag-staff above 
the clock. The various: messes marked the 
occasion by illuminated lanterns, es also did thé 
Qneen's Hotel. The proprietor of the Kowloon 
Hotel was prevented by unpiopitious weather 
from discharging « number of rockets stored 
for the purpose on the premises. 


Tho work of decorating Queen’s Building 
was entrusted to Messrs. Leigh & Orange, who 
succeeded in making the handsome pile look 
beautiful. The entire structure, with the cor- 
nices, was outlined with Chinese and Japanese 
lanterns. On each turret were displayed the 
illuminated letters,‘ E.R.” Fish lanterns were 
suspended from each gable and the tower was 
festooned wilh rows of lanterns reaching from 
the dome down to the parapets. As regards the 
scheme of colour, the main gables were illu- 
minated in red and the remainder of the build- 
ing in white and variegated lanterns, preductive 
of a splendid effect. 

The office of the Mitsni Bussan Kaisha 
(Prince's Building Ist floor) was thronghout 
decorated with a number of Japanese lanterns, 
specially designed and showing the Union Jack 
and the Japanese national flag crossed. These 
lanterns outlined the arches, )illars and ver- 
andabs of the building and were intersected 
by a number of Union Jacks, Japanese national 
flags and house flags. oe 

The illuminations «f the second and third 
floors of the same building were carried out by 
the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha at the rcquest of the 
firms occupying them. They were decorated 
with red. Japanese lanterns also, completely ont- 
lining the arches, pillars and verandahs. 

The premises of Messrs A Chee & Co., furni- 
ture dealers, 17, Queen's Road, were illu- 
minated with some £00 Japanese lanterns with 
the design of a crown of flowers and the Union 
Jack and Yellow Dragon between. 

The Parsee Club at J1, Shelly’ Str. et, was 
tastefully illuminated with Japanese lanterrs. 

Yaumati Police Station was tastefully set off 
with bunting and Chinese streamers, and the 
decorations were much admired by the Chinese 
there. 

The frontage of the Kowleon Institute, 
including the window arches, was outlined with 
Japanese lanterns. In the central arch of the 
upper verandah was displayed a large cross 
composed of red lanterns which looked extreme- 
ly well 


- FISH LANTERN PROCESSION. 

The fish lantern procession, an “‘ olo 
custom” which has been in vogue for years and 
years, was, like the illuminations, shorn of 
much of its beauty by the rain. Starting from 
West Point at about 8 p.m., the procession 
proceeded via Queen’s Road West. and Qu en's 
Road Central. Here the first heavy downpour 
of rain caused a stoppage. After the rain had 
abated the procession made another move and 
proceeded down Pedder’s Street: On account 
of the crowds of pedestrians and rickshas a halt 
of ten minutes had to be made outside the 
Hongkong Hotel. The police were very 
busy keeping the crowds of Chinese back, and 
the members of the force had to resort to 
coercive measures to prevent the Celestials from. 
blocking up the line of route The procession 
then wended its way along Des Voux Road, 
through Wardley Street, and round to the 
Queen’s Statue, arriving there at about 9.40 p m. 
The procession had -barely reached the Statue 
when the rain came down in torrents, and ex- 
tinguished tbe lanterns which illuminated the 
fishes, causing the procession to disperse. The 
“fish” were very pretty, and showed up exceed- 
ingly well, their fins blowing about in the 
breeze, and making the designs very realistic. At 
intervals Chinese girls dreeged in silks of various 
tints, and with faces decorated with powder and 
paint, were carried in ornate chairs, adding 
greatly to the picturesqueness of the scene. 


KOWLOON. 
The Kowloon community made no pretence of 
emulating the elaborate scheme of decorations 
and illuminations carried out on the other 
side of the harbdur, the display made on the 
premises of the Hongkong & Whampoa Dock 
Company at Hunghom being the most promin- 
ent. The central part of the yard was decorated 
with the letters “E.R.,” surmounted by the 
Royal crown and outlined by. double rows of in- 
candescent ‘lights. The letters stood about 
fifteen feet high and the crown upwards of 
twenty feet, andthe designs were placed in an 
elevated position near the water front. At the 
eastern extremity of the Docks the residence of 
the manager, Mr. W. Wilson, was outlined from 


THE HARBOUR. 

During the day the ships in harbour exhibited 
bunting lavishly, and at night were illuminated 
by lanterns that in several cases depicted the 
entire outlines of the vessels. A very interesting 
feature of the celebrations was the firework 
display by the Japanese community. At the 
original date of the Coronation it will be 
remembered that through their Consul the 
Japanese residents here expressed a wish to be 
allowed to take a distinctive and separate part 
in this section of the programn:e, and the Corona- 
{ion Committee, recognising and appreciating 
the friendly feeling that prompted the request, 
readily gave ita acquiescence. The display took 
place in the forenoon, and was watched by 
hundreds of spectators, whose interest and 
admiration were aroused to -the pitch of 
enthusiasm as the exhibition progressed. 
Rocket after recket ascended from the lighter 
moored in the harbour off the Naval Yaid 
extension werks, and each was a fresh 
illustration of the ingenunify and originality 
expended in its composition. Bnrsting into 
showers of bright coloured stare, some revealed 
miniature replicas of the Union. Jack, whilst 
others again showed a succession of figures of 
men and other crea‘ures of the animal kingdom. 
At half-past twelve a Rvyal salute was fired. 

When night fell, the aj;pzarance of the 
harbour, gay though it had been through- 
out the day, carried the memory back 
to the scenes described in the 
books of childhood. On its broad bosom, 


ed, were seen the outlines of many vessels 
picked ont in coloured lanterns, consicnous 
amongst them all being the Japanese «rniar 
Chitose with its i/luminated masts and spars, 
turrets, funnels, and hull. The steamer Loong- 
sang, lying off Blake Pier, also had its 
shape illustrated by lanterns running aloft 
and down to the water's edge, the picture thus 
presented attracting a large share of public 
attention. H.M.88. Zamar and Rinaldo had 
not up till this time shown any illaminations, 
but on'a signal gun from the former ship 
about half-past nine both byarst simultaneously 
into a blaze of light. Then on the Tamar was 
‘seen the motto “God Save the King ” anda large 
shield enclosing the letters “E.R,” whilst, 
beginning at the water’s edge and running up 
to the points of the three masts, a age which 
they extended, there appesred on the Rinaldo 
light after light, travelling swiftly till the 
whole scheme of illumination had assumed 
definite shape; suspended amidships, too, was 
an illuminated crown that gave the final 
touch of enhancement to the spectacular 
effect: Previous to this rockets, explod- 
ing with a sew splendour in the night, 
had been sent up from the Japanese lighter, 
and now the Tamar joined in the fiery demons- 
tration of rejoicing, while farther out the 
U.8.8. Monadnock flashed ‘its seachlight over 
the panorama of dancing light spread out in the 
harbour and on shore. Then came the rain 
and with it the end of all these manifestations of 
a people’s rejoicing in the crowning of their 
King and Queen. ;

The guests were most numerous and con- 
sisted of all the military and civil officers 
of the Colony, the naval officers now here, 
the Japanese naval officers, members of 
Council, the Consular Corps. and the leading 
residents, and many ladies.

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL= In courts of law, 
and in this I think the Senior Unofficial 
Member will bear me out, the minutes prepured 
by the registrar are the bare record of what has 
occurred. For instance, a motion is made, and 
a record of the fact is set out shortly ; the court 
delivers judgment, refusing’ the application. 
and here again this fact is recerded, but the 
reasons for that judgment are not stated.

In the following 
year,” Mr. Mizufani returned to Tokyo and 
obfained the lease, and-in July 1898 it was 
announced {lat the-island would be placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Tokyo-fu Govefn- 
ment. The occupation of the island by Japan 
according to the law of nations is, it is urged, 
complete both in form and fact. It was in 18! 
that the Americaus first visited the island. 

The Osaka Mcini hi states that Mr. 
Mizutani teok with him thirty-seven men 
and women when he first settled on the 
island. Many of them, ,however, returned, 
and the present number of permanent 
inhabitants is on’ vsix. From that fime to the 
present the island has been visited twies hy 
American vessels and in 1898 a warship called 
there for a supply of water and fuel. The fact 
of the ocenpation of the island by Japan is, it 
js thought, probably known to the American 
Government. Upon arrival at the island, the 
American expedition may be surprised at the 
presence of a Japanese war-ship, but doubtless 
an understanding will ‘Le arrived at. The 
question is not likely to-cause any trouble there, 
but will prohably become a diplomatic one. 
The Asahi states that about 1808 an American 
sailing vessel visited the island «nd fired upon 
the Japanese residents there, carrying away 
water and eccoanuts, But surely this is in- 
credible. In January last year avother vessel 


called at the island and offered {o carry aways 


the inhabitants, who explained, however, that 
they were there of their own free will bird- 
catching. The vessel then put to sea. 

The Osaka Asah? publishes a letter from 
Honelulu, dated the 15th ult., which gives some 
yarticulars of the Rosehill expedition :— 

“Guano is produced in large quantities on 
Marcus Island, which it is also considered would 
make a splendid fishing station, Captain 
Rosehill, a resident of Honolulu, has declurad 
that the island was discovered by himself. He 
addressed. a memorial to the United States 
Government, declaring the island to be au 
American poszession. He consulted with Mr.

No halt for makan; they took 
this as they plodded on and with the 
work at its height, in the blinding clouds 
of grimy dust and under the fierce scorching 
sun rays. Capt. Scott said as he watch- 
ed the crowds of coolies swarming ant-like up 

and down the gangway on either side of 
the ship, that he had never seen anything like it. 
At Hongkong special preparations had be n 
in progress on ship and wharf for two days 
previons to the attempt at record lowering, a 

d played merrily to encourage the workers 
and the coolies were assisted by. the Terrible's 
crew, all the Chinamen did was to carry the 
coal to the ship, where it was received and 
bunkered, but at Tanjong Pagar yesterday the 
coolies were in command of the Terrible, they 
invaded her and held her decks and all the jolly 
Jacks and gallant Marines did was to look on 
admiringly and wonder how the yéllow devils 
did it, for, of the 1,500 tons odd, they carried 
every ounce to the ship, discbarge’ and bunk- 
ered it, and all the Terribles did was ‘9 see that 
there was no obstruction in the path of the 
coolies, 

By seven minntes after three the task was 
accomplished and eight hundred grimy unkempt 
coolies laid back and revelled in luxuries, de- 
light pictured on their countenances despite 
the thick veil of coal-dust. And so Tanjong 
Pagar -broke the World's record for coaling 
and lowered Hongkong's colours, and she did, 
to her credit, under conditions that were almost 
normal, for besides the Terrible being un- 
prepared, there was other work at Tanjong 

agar to be done that day. As a matter 
of fact nine ships discharged something like 
2,244 tons of coal and 2,891 tons were bunkered, 
this including the couliog of the French mail. 

This shows what Singapore can do when put 
to it, for it stands to reason that if the above 
feat can be performed under such conditions as 
yesterday's that in time of war even better 
could be done, for it is almost certain that at 
such a time merchant vessels would have to 
wait for His Majesty's Navy and it would be 
hardly likely that a French mail would simul- 
taneously require to be coaled. The Terrible 
was coaled yesterday practically under ordinary 
circumstances and it is a feather in the cap of 
the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company and a mat- 
ter of congratulation for Singapore. 

When it was all over and the Terrible was 
resuming her former spick and span appear- 
ance previous to her departure, it was a proud 
moment for Mr. Sellar when Capt. Percy Scott 
congratulated him as Manager of the Tanjong 
Pagar Dock Company on the excellent work 
performed. “You must wiry to the Admiral” 
(the -Admiral on the China Station) said he, 
“and tell him what you have done. That 
you have put fifteen~hundred and {en tons 
of coal on board the Terrible in five hours, 
-which I think is the beat performance that has 
ever been accomplished,” and by way of conclu- 
sion the gallant Captain mentioned that the 
Press °. must know it, for it was a matter in 
which His Mayet? Government took a deep 
jiterest and there was a general interest in 
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view of the public attention that had been 
drawn to Hongkong’s recent achievement. 

It war nearly five o'clock before the Terrzble 
weighed anchor, since ere she did so the body 
of one of her complement, s petty officer, who 
died as the vessel was coming i:.o Singapore, 
was born from the ship's side by a firing party 
cf tars from H:M.8. Vestal, preparatory to 
interment in the Bukit Timah Cemetery. 

Soon all was ready and the huge vessel, 
the first of its size to attempt the passage, 
noiselessly glided out through the western 
channel in charge of Captain Owen. It 
was a beautiful scene, for the rays of the setting 
sun glinted on the brightly polished brasswork 
of the cruiser strangely contrasting with her 
sombre-coloured hull. Crowds watched her 
departure from the wharf-side and as she passed 
the French mail, flags dipped and the French 
band struck up a lively tune, and the last heard 
from our famous cruiser was “Auld Lang 
Syne,” now changing to “ Home, Sweet Home” 
as she passed out of Keppel Harbour, over that 
course rendered famous by the passage of the 
Dido. bearing homewards her freight of gallant 
officers and tars. ,

A TONGSHAN SENSATION. 


1A British sol ier named Jones, of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, caused a grat sensation in 
Tongshan in the early part of the week, says 
the P. & T. Times of the 2nd inst., by a serious 
assanlt on a neighbour named Becker, the pro- 
prietor of a small restaurant or hotel. The 
issues are serious enough in all conscience 
as it is, but there is every reason for Jones 
to congratulate himself that he has not to 
be arraigned for the most serious of all 
criminal charges. Jones, who like all the men 
detailed for special duty on the railway 
servier, was a man of excellent character, 
had possibly reacted to the conditions that often 
overcome men in the great heat, and had been 
taking far more than was good for him. . Late

he went to Becker's premises and demanded 
admission and drink after the door had been 
closed for business. The proprietor steadily 
refused to open, but as the disturbance continu- 
ed and the man became thieatening, he some- 
what unwisely fired off one or two chambers 
of a revolver. This, instead of deterring the ap- 
plicant, seems only to have further enraged him. 
fle went along to his own quarters and excited- 
ly told his comrades that an attack was about 
to be made on them by the Germans. The 
men seem to have risen -to the situation, and 
recagnised the real source of the alarm, but 
before they could restrain their comrade, he 
had seized his rifle and cartridges and hed 
rushed back to the hotel, where he fired at 
point-blank range through the door. As chance 
-had it, the unfortunate proprietor was still on 
guard, end received three bu lets in rapid succes- 
sion in thehand and neck. Jones wassoon follow- 
‘ed, seized and promptly put under arrest, while 
Dr. Moorhead was called and at once took 
charge of the wounded man. Jones's conduct 
after arrest could only be explained by the 
delirium of drink. Mr. Becker was able to be 
brought down to Tientsin by the mail train on 
Thursday, and then seemed to be doing fairly 
well; no fatal issue is feared. 

We need hardly state, says the P. & T. Times, 
that this unbappy incident has produced a 
profound sensation in Tongshan.

There ee 
no decreace in the value of imports from the 
United Kingdom, but the principal decrease of 
about $5,0U0,00J wus in imports from British 
Colonies. On the other hand there was a large 
decrease in the exports to the United Kingdom 
of over 54 millions, with increases of over half 
a million to Colonies and of nearly 2 millions 
to foreign countries : 

The docking and-slip accommodation of the 
port is becoming inadequate for its requirements, 
as several ships were unable to go into dock 
when acquired to besurveyed.

Theattention of the Ass stant Superint :ndent 
of Forests has been chiefly directed o the 
collection and planting out of gutta-preducing 
trees especially palaquium varieties. A plan- 
tution of palaquium gutta was made in the 
Northern Forest Reserve on the Island. Seeds 
were obtained from trees growing cbout the 
Waterfall valley, from which some 3,009 
plants were grown. Thousands of young 
stumps have been obtained and kept in a 
nursery for future planting... The Waterfall 
Gardens have been maintained in their former 
condition, a new plant-house added, and an 
edditicn made to the herbsrium. 


DACOITS JIN NORTH SIAM. 


—_—_—__——_ — 

Gang-robbery is reported in the Slracts Times, 
to be rife in Northern Siam. The other day a 
gendarmerie station at Phre was rushed and a 
number of rifles stolen. When the last mail 
left, a story was current in Bangkok to the - 
effect {hat gaug-robbers had threatened to sack 
the important town of Lakon Lampong. It 
was raid that at Phre both Europ-an and 
Siamese placcs of buainess have been raided, 
that the Governor had had to leave town, and 
that the place was in charge of 300 Shan gang- 
These men were said to be provided 
with firearms. 

The Siam Observer of the 3ist ult. says :— 

A strong body of troops left Bangkok to-day 
for Pré, via Pitsanuloke, to deal sith the Shan 
dacoits ‘who have looted Muang Pré and Muang 
Lawng. Tbe maranders sre now said to be 
over six hundred strong, but this is only rumour 
and is very probably an exaggeration. Previous 
estimates have put the number at about 300. 
As to the origin of the disturbances, this is at 
present somewhat difficult.to ascertain, but one 
report has it that a number of the Shans were 
either arrested, or stopped for enquiry as to their 
business, by the police, and that the dacoits there- 
upon gathered and made a feud of it. Where 
the dacoits have come from is a matter of ~ 
uncertainty. They may have come across the 
border from the Burmese side. There is, in- 
deed, a report that the Shans entered the - 
Monthon Bayap, or the Provirfee of Chiengmai, 
in small parties disguised as traders, and 
concentrated at Muang Lawng. Supposing 
this report be correct, the challenging of one 
ruch party by the police would bu intelligible, 
but, of course, that action could not be regarded 
as the real origin of the raid. There are many 
Shan settlers in:Chiengmai province itself. 1¢ 
is estimated that about five per cent. of the 
inhabitants of Fré and Nakon Lampang’ sre 
Shan settlers. It is possible that the dacoits 
may be such settlers irom some part of 
Chiengmai province, but this, again, is only 
conjecture. . . . Europeans do not appear 
to have been attacked.

The 
Russia: s are riding the high horse in Marchuria 
and at Newchwang, the Provincial Treaty Port, 
thereby crushing all sttempts at foreign develop- 
ment of trade unicss Russian. The “open door,” 
as far as Matichuria is concerned under present 
circumstances, is one of those recently coined but 
‘incengruous terms which are-diplomatically used 
by Russians and others in high places to conceal 
the real facts of the case. Russia, it is true, is 
fighting for the “open door” in Manchuria, but

need not apply. Daily, weekly and monthly are 
the astute representatives of Russia in the Far 
East securing effective bolts to the ‘open door”

On all prominent positions in and around New- 
chwang one might have recently observed large 
posters in Chinese characters stating that the 
Newchwang Steam Ferry Tug and Lighter 
Co. had made arrangements to carry on an 
inland navigation service and had secured the 
necessary passes enabling them to do so. The 
pcsters were placarded through the order of 
Messrs. Bandinel & Co., the general managers. 
It was arranged that the first sailing should 
take place on 20.h July to Tienchuangtai, and 
a number of applications were made through 
the man«gers for towing native cargo-craft to 
that place, which is a rather important inland 
trade centre about 17 miles up the Liao 
diver. ‘Jhe leading foreign merchant in 
the Port, thinking it would be a good 
method of inaugurating the service by having 
a picuic party on board, made all arrang-ments 
accordingly, and invited a number of guests to 
partake of his hcspitality, on Sunday, 29th 
July, aboard the steam launch Gutlcar, which 
it was hoped would be the pioneer of inland 
steam navig tionin Manchuia. Thesearrange- 
ments were made without reckoning porsible

NORTHERN NOTES.

The following items are from the P. & T. 
Times of the 2nd inst. :-— 

News has reached the Provincial authorities 
in Paoting that Ching. the man who recently 
led the Associated’ Villagers, has been captured 
in a hsien in Northern Honan called Ling 
Ch'evg. He was promptly decepitated and his 
head sent to be a deterrent to others in his own 
district of Kwang Tsung in &. W. Chihli. 

It is now all but a settled matter that the 
bridge ecross the river in the French Conces- 
sion will be vts-d-vzs the Rue Courbet. On the 
eastern bank it will debouch into a road yet to 
be made, which will reach the Railway Station 
in a sweeping curve, a good deal to the north of 
the present paved road. It isto be hoped when 
the new thoroughfare is opened to traffic that it 
will be a free road open to all. 

A very extensive scheme is being broached by 
the Tientsin Land Improvement Syndicate. It 
involves nothing less than connecting the river 
with the Grand Canal by the cutting of an arti- 
ficial water-way large enough to give passage 
to sea-going junks The existing small canal 
that skirts the race-course near the houses cf 
Neasrs. Detring and J. M. Dickinson would 
be the route in part followed. 

The s.s. Min-arrived at the Bund on Thurs- 
day. We regret to hear that on the voyage up 
she developed a care of cholera in the fce'sle ; 
on enquiry wo find that there was +lso one case 
among the Chinere passengers. The sufferers 
have been removed to the T.P.G. isolated camp 
down near the “ cutting” end the ship has had a 
thorough visit from the corps de sanitation. 
The vessel was passed on Wednesday at Taku 
by (he port sanitary officials, bat anchored for 
the night in the river. It is :npposed the in- 
fection arcse in the vegetable food sold by the 
sampan mer. 

Our latest Chefoo news, is that the cause of 
the recent disaster in the C.I.M. Boys’. School 
in the opinion of the Shanghai analysts was 
cholera, but our rea ers wil see that the school 
doctor strongly controverts this statement. 
We understand from private sources that the 
opinion of the Scheol doctor was shared by the 
naval doctors, who so ably co-operated at the 
crisis. We fear that the episode will illustrate 
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t, 
when doctors differ. We hear that our 


enterprising neighbours are reriously contem- 
plating a newspaper in their port. ; 

We have some reason for. suspecting that 
negotiaions are in progress at Net for the 
establishment of a British P st Office in Tien- 
tsin, and that Britons here will not much longer 
be unudor the postal penalties from which 
Shanghai and the southern ports have been. 
delivered. We feel just a little sorry that the 
ever improving Chinese Post Office has not 
stepped in and taken the wind out of'our sails b 
offering equal fucilities: itis an inatitu'ion whic 
deserves to prosper, Our sympathy with its 
struggles against hard competition, however, 
does not ma-k our appreciation of the advantage 
a getting letters home for tive cents instead 
of ten. ; 

Private letters from Hwai Lu (on the Shansi 
border) dated the 21st instant, state that the 
city is simply infested with bad characters. 
“They give out that they are employees of the 
railway and are terrorising not only the whole — 
neighbourhood but aleo the officials. A day or 
two ago thay went to a village hard by through 
which the telegraph passes, and told the people 
that ‘the Government had given up the. 
telegraph, and now closed the office. They 
:taikd that they had been sent to instruct the 
telegraph people how to pull up the poles and 
remove the wires. I need hardly state that 
their action nearly got the whole village into 
serious trouble with the officials.” 

We are sorry to state that our French neigh- 
bours huve had two cases of suicide in their 
military forces this week. A sergeant in the 
Artillery shot himself with a revolver. The 
man was exceptionally well thought of by his 
officer and comrades and the explanation 
unofficially given is that an inpending punish- 
ment for a petty fault preyed on his mind. 
This bardly seems to us adequate: stress of 
heat and weather, like we have recently been 
having, produces very depressing effects on | 
certain temperaments and constitutions, issuing 
in obscure meutal derangement. Both in India. 
as every reader of Kipling knows, and in Indo- 
China these calamities most frequently occur 
at the heat climacteric. The other case was 
that of a bugler at Shanhaikwan; this was 
precisely similar to that in Tientsin, 

Woe understand that.a large party is coming 
out to strengthen the London Mission in 
Tientsin this autumn; quite a number of 
married ladies is expected. 

Our city correspondent writes :— 

It is the intention of the Viceroy Yuan to be 
quit once for all of the useless hangers on and 
petty officials at the Yamens. We hgar that in 
Tientsin the days of the unspeakable ya-is and 
the stupid squeezing ¢i-paos are finished. If 
His Excellency’s new departure succeeds, his 
example is sure to be followed. 

Prince Su, in Peking, is better and ‘again 
attends to business. The cholera in Peking is 
much worse, and the hospital. accommodation 
is still insufficient. : 

We hear that the Viceroy has sent large 
sums of money to the foreign banks to meet the 
necessities of the many experiments in educa- 
tion, etc., that are about to be inaugurated. 

The foreign Powers wished the ceremony of 
handing over Tientsin to be very formal, and 
overtures were made to get Prince Ching and 
Wang Wen-shao down, but, like the men in the 
parable, they all began to make excuse. At 
present there is a chance that the somewhat 
unpleasant duty may be imposed on Prince 
Chun on his return from England. He is due 
in Tientsin about the appointed time. 

A Censor who in the reform movement of 
1898 was favourable to Kang Yu-wei, a Mr. 
Suen Piao Luh, and who escaped vengeance by 
flight, has been taken in Shensi during the 
last week. On asking for instructions from 
Peking, the local authorities were told to act 
warily, 0 as not {o provoke foreign criticism.

FRENCH INDO-CHINA 


The Paris correspondent of a London even- 
ing paper states that “ The election of M. Beau 
as successor to M. Doumer continues to cause ‘a 
considerable amount of agitation in the political 
world. The fact is that M. Doumer, who is an 
extraordinarily able man, possessed of enormons 
will power, and oratorical powers of a high 
order, managed’ during the time that he was 
Governor of Indo-China to rub the Foreign 
Affairs psople the wrong way. M. Doumer's 
methods, althongh he did not actually say so, 
were modelled on those of certain English 
colonial administrators of his ‘acquaintance 
for whom he did not attempt to conceal his . 
hearty admiration. Now a man of real initia- 
tive always has a hard time of it in France 
and M. Doumer, who pushed a line of 
policy entirely his own in Indo-China, did 
not, of course, escape the usual censure, 
That be left the colony in a much more pros- 
perous condition than that in which he found 
it isincontes‘able. His worst enemies admit it. 
They accuse him, however, of extravagance, of 
dealing in a not too tactful manner with the 
lio &e. The man's enormous virility 
imprésseg one str-ngely, and virility in 3 
colonial administrator being exactly what the 
French are always crying ont for, it seems 4 
pity th:t a man possessed of that quality cccupy- 
ing an imporant colonial position should be 
immediately hounded down for persoval and 
party motives. Why the nomination of M. 
Beau has been construed into a political blow for 
M. Doumer is that M. Beau has ‘Quai 
d'Orsay ” stamped all over him in large letters. 
He is an intimate friend of Delcased, under 
whom he served for some tima, and it was 
exactly M. Delcass¢ who had always disapproved 
of the colonial policy of M. Doumer; so that 
his protegc’s nomination looks very much like 
a disavowal on the partof the Government of 
the latter's policy in the Far East, The Quai 
d'Orsay people, on the other hand, declare that 
the nomination of M. Beau is no reflection on 
M. Doumer whatever, that M, Pierre Baudin 
was first offered the post.” : 

This is interesting but evidently a very 
artial statement. 


THE TRANS-SIBERIAN ROUTE. 


Eome {ime ago we indicated generally the 
intention of the Russians to connect the ‘T'rans- 
Siberian Railway by steamer, not only with the 
chief ports in China and Japan, but also with 
the main lines to Euroye, America, and | 
Ausiralia, and thus, in a sense, alter the 

position of the ec:ntre of magnitude of the 
carrying trade of the world. Tho services 
hitherto carried on are (1) one from Viadivostock 
to Shanghai via Kiaochau, Chefoo, Port 
Arthur, Jinsen, Nagasaki, Fusan, and (2) from 
Vladivostock to Port Arther via: Nagasaki. 
Henceforth there will be five services—namely, 
(1) Poxt Arther to Vladivostock via Nagasaki ; 
(2) Shanghai to Viadivostock via Port Arther, 
Jinsen, and Nagasaki; (3) Shanghai to Vlidi- 
vostock via Nagasaki: (4) Sbhavghai to 
Viadivostock via Port Arther, Nagasaki, 
Fusan, and Yuensan; (5) Dalny (Talien- 
wan) to Chefoo vic Port Arthur, The 
rates fer passengers from Vladivostock to 
Shanghai will be 55 roubles first class and 15 
roubles second-class, and for the other ports in 
proportion. The steamers will connect at — 
Nagasaki and Shanghai with the main. lines of 
steamers to Enrope, America, and Australia, so . 
that the Trans-Siberiam Rai'way has opened a 
new outlet for all. parts of the world. Port 
Dalny is rapidly. becoming a place of commercial 
importance, and its population is increasing 
greatly. It is very mixed, but many 
Russians are n.w taking advantage of the 
quick communication, with Europe, and are 
at the port in large numbers. ‘The publication 
of the Anglo-Japanese Allianve created no 
rensation among the natives and Russian 
residents of place. Itis stated that a branch 
of a Japan-China bank is about to be established, 
so it is evident that the Japanese mean to 
claim their share of whatever trade is going.

The telegram which we published on the 12th 
inst. regarding tlie piratical seizure by three 
t hanghai beachcombers ofa pleasure pinnace and 
their ineff ctual attempt to get away with the 
craft, reminds one of the unnsual number of 
that undesirable fraternity that is at present to 
be encountered in Hongkong. Several com- 
plaints have- reached us lately about the 
annoyance which these loafers are causing to 

estrians, householders, and shopkeepers 

y their persistent demands for alms. The 
general feeling among the public here seems 
to be that the beachcombers are welcome to 
take as many pinnaces as they like so long 
they clear out of the Colony for good. 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


The heavy rain which set in on the 12th 
inst. caused the streets to be flooded in many 
farts of the town, Queen's Road, as is usual in 
such circumstances, was under a considerable 
depth of water af several points. Opposite 
Connaught House the street was impassable 
about tiffin time, and the hotel and neighbouring 
shops were flooded. The frontage-owners here 
have much cause to complain, as this is by no 
means the first time that their premises have 
suffered through the rain this season. Ice 
Honse Street, Zetlend Street, and other hill 
roads were more or less damaged by the torrential 
cad of water, and several minor landslips occur- 
red. 

Mesers. Hughes & Hough on the 13th inst. 
sold by public auction for the Admirally 
H.M. unprotected, composite gua-vessel Srcift 
as she now lies in the Harbour. Thera was a 
large attendance at the sale, which {ook place 
on board. Bidding started at $5,000 and was 
briskly carried to 848,5(0, at which figure the 
vessel was knocked down to Messrs. Chn Woo. 
The Swift is 180 feet long, by 29 feet broad, 
and has a displacement of 756 tons. She is 
copper-sheathed, with engines by Rennie, two 
cylindrical tubular boilers and three wooden 
masts. The anchors, mooring-gear, boats and 
boats’ gear were not sold. Tho Admiralty did 
not guarantee that she was fit for furthur sea 
service. 

Shortly after 3 am. on the 13th inst. 
fire broke at 379, Queen's Road Central. The 
Brigade uuder Mr. D. Macdonald turned out as 
quickly as possible, but could not prevent the 
total destruction of-the first, second, and third 
floors; the ground floor was only damaged by 
water, snd the adjoining house, No 32%, 
sustained slight damage from the same source. 
No. 379 was occupied entirely by Chinese 
tradesmen, the first floor being rented jointly 
as a drug-store and watchmaking establ'shment, 
and the second and third floors as a photographic 
studio. . The amount of the damage is unknown, 
but will probably be covered by the insurance, 
which totals $9,90U between the three businesses, 
and is payable by the Fuk Cn and Chun On 
Companies, 

The material of which many ur oearly all of 
the roads in the Colony are constructed lends 
itself very much to the wearing action of a 
heavy downpour of rain, and after such weather 
as we have had of. late it is not surprising to 
learn that disrepair is the order of things 
throughout the Coleny, but particularly, the 
polico report, in the city itself. Some roads 
are so badly cut up in the eastern districts as to 
make them dangerous fcr passengers at night 
Caine Road in places shows the effects of tho 
weather very plainly, and at the west end of 
Ripon Terrace a retaining wall bas collapsed 
and made the roadway exce dingly unsafe in 
the dark. This is also the case between Ladder 
Street und West Terrace, where several old 
buildings are showing a tendency to insta- 
bility ; it is expected {1 at collapses will ensue, 
and the occupants have been warned out 
while the necessary remedial measures are 
being conducted by the Public Works Depart- 
ment. n Austin Read, Kowloon, we are 
told- that a retaining wall has shown indica- 
tions of coming down, and has had to be 
shored up. The building in connection with 
this wall is a new one, having been finished 
about a yearago. The occupants here have also 
been cleared out. When the wall in question 
was being built, Mr. P. T. Crisp, Inspector of 
Buildings, summoned the contractor, a China- 
man, for doing the work badly. Mr. J.-H. 
Kemp who heard the case, dismiss.d the sum- 
mons, but the wall, which at tlat time was 
deemed to have been properly constructed, has 
now settled the question for ilself by cracking 
and bulging. .It was ever thus in Hongkong ‘

the French Consulate. I trust we have heard 
the last cf them, but whether they warrant 
serious nolice or not, it is right that the public 
should know of these things if they are continued. 


A St. Petersburg correspondent states that 
the Imperial authorities have granted per- . 
mission for construction of a Buddhist house of 
prayer in the neighbourheod of the Tauris 
Gardens. The sacred vessels and fittings will 
be procured from Peking. It is believed in the 
Chinese Legation that the stone of the projected 
building will be laid by the newly-appointed 


Chinese Minister soon after he reaches the 
Russian capital, 


The Tientsin correspondent of the N.-G. 
Daily News wrote on the Ist July: — 
The return of Tientsin to the control of the 
Chinose is definitely fixed for the 15th August, 
I am informed, and arrangoments are begin- 
ning to be made for concluding the transfer. 
In anticipation of this, small yellow flags are 
beiug sold on the streets of the city and it will 
be profusely decorated with them on that 
occasion, it is said. It will be a voluntary 
expression of the sentiment of the people, and 
probably very few, if any, shop or residence 
fronts will be withont the yellow emblem of 
loyalty. There can be no doubt, I think, but 
that the great body of the Chinese are rejoicing 
at the prospect of coming under the govern- 
ment of their own officials again. Between the 
two classes—govorned and governing— there 
will be a better unders’anding, and the former 
believe, at any rate, that they will receive 
better treatment than at the hands of the 
foreigner. At least they understand the 
treatment and prefer it. 


General Linevitch contributes to a Russina 
service paper his imprvssions of the Japanese 
army, as he witnessed it engaged in the 
manourvres of 190]. He draws attention to 
the fact that a Japanese division is a unit 
composed of the three arms, having two 
brigades of infantry, each of two regiments, a 
regiment of cavalry, a regiment of artillery 
with six batteries, and a battalion of sappers 
with three companies. The ‘theme of the 
operations was that a hostile division had landed 
in the extreme north of Japan, and was pro- 
ceeding south with the intention of seizing 
Sendai. He describes the infantry as the best 
arm of the service and as giving a most 
favourable impression. It was imposs.ble for 
him to examine the artillery closely owing to 
tle fact that the construction of the gun is a 
cloee, secret. ‘The cavalry, according to 
Colonel Linevitch, are-the worst arm of the 
service, the horses being very small, weak, and 
badly trained, while the men themselves had no 
idea of equitation. In general, the configura- 
tion of the counlry is not favourable to 
movements of large masses of troops, and 
renders the evolution of artillery and cavalry 
almost impossible. 


Details of Mr. Chamberlain's reply to the 
petition of the inhabitants of Labuan, the 
outlines of which we have already received 
telegraphically, are brought by the French mail. 
Mr. Chamberlain states that, after consulting 
the compiny, and hearing the Governor's ob- 
servations on the petition, he has requested 
the company {o inform the petitiouers that he 
does not see sufficient grounds, at the present 
time, for complying with therequestthat Labnan 
should be removed from the administration of the 
company. He is not prepared to interfere with 
the discretion of the company in;regard to the 
taxes complained of, or to advise His Majesty to 
disallow the ordinances referred to. The alien 
polico—namely, the Sikhs—are such as are 
employed in other colonies besides Labuan. He 
fully agrees that schools should, if possible, be 
established in La!.uaa as elsewhere, and he is 
inviting the directors of tLe company to give 
the matter their atlention. He is also consult- 
ing them as to the administration of justice, 
He understands that the Governor of Labuan 
dues not consider the administration of the 
company to be extravagant, or its officials to be 
too numerous, and the interest of the company 
would appear to tend in |the opposite direction.

YARN. 


Mr. P. Eduljee says in his Report, dated Hong- 
kcng, 15th August :—The past fortnight exhibits 
a considerable decrease in the volume of business 
compared with the previous one; but this has 
been expected, as the whole country is now 
busily engaged in planting new rice. As soon as 
harvesting is completed we look for a return of 
the annual Mid-Summer demand towards‘ the 
turn of the month. The recent heavy rains, 
however, are reported to have brought on exten- 


sive floods in the interior and serious fears are . 
entertained about the safety of the new rice crop 
which will more or less affect business. Mean- 
while the Bombay and Shanghai market are 
continuing .strong and steady, and although - 
anxious to push business, holders are by no means 
inclined to entertain lower offers, Heavy arrivals 
have taken place during the interval, but the 
market was well able to withstand the addition 
to our stock, asthe quantity on hand was reduced 
to a very small compass and more than one third 
of the importations comprise ee We 
close quiet but steady with no material alteration 
in prices. 

Local Manufacture.—Local mill quotations are 
maintained at 98 for No. 10s. and $100} for No. 
12g., at which sales of about 400 bales have 
trdnspired. 

Japanese Yarns are firmer all round owing to a 
sustained demand and lessening stocks, and about 
1,000 bales No. 16s. and No. 20s. are reported to 
have changed hands, say No. 168. Yellow Joes at 
$116} to $117 and Asahi at 3120. No. 20s Miike 
at $124, Settsu and Hirano at $125, and Kanega- 
fuchi at $126) ; market closing strong. 

Raw Cotton.—The market for Indian staple | 
has continued to drag in sympathy with the 
decline on the other side and only a small business 
has been put through, say 454 bales Bengal at 
from $23 to $26}, leaving a stock of 4,000 bales 
on the market.

W.' can only confirm what 
we advised in our circular No. 32; business is 
dead, New Coal Company. Prospectus of the 
Philippine Coal Mining and Development Co., 
Limited, is befo'e the public, with a total stock 
of $1,500,000 gold. divided into 30,0 0 shares of 
$50 cach. The Direct rate (a strong one, we 
may mention) ask f. r subscriptions for $1,00 |,000 
gold, as $500,0 U gold is advertised as having 
been already applied for. Reports are old, and 
we are compelled to mention that no European 
or American expert testiniay is available, 
although this is the same company which was 
unsuccessfully placed before investors in January, 
1808, when capital asked was only $1,6 0,000 
Hongkong currency (then ab ut $1,500,000 Manila 
currency). There is no doubt whatever that good 
coal exists in quantity where these Cebu mines 
are situated, but being some 18 miles from the 
seaboard, considerable cash will have to be 
expended in a railroad; we would have lised to 
see on the abridged prospectus reports of a more 
recent year than i897. We have no desire to 
discouraye cuterprise, and are anxious that the 
coal deposits in the Philippines should be 
throughly developed, but consider capitalisation 
of this p rti¢cular company too high. The Batan 
mines, reported in our circular No. 31, were put 
on the market at $1,00',0 0 Mexican only, and, 
we hear, have been successfully floated. Meet- 
ings. uring past month the following 
ineetings were held: iJanco Espanol-Filipino, 
on working for 6 months ended 3 jth June last, 
declared a dividend of 6 per ceut. and carried 
§30,000 to Reserve Fund, making latter $840,0''°0; 
this bank is in a sound position and the stock 
we'l worth ttention of investors, Manila In+ 
vestment Co., un working for 12 months ended 
3uih April last, shows a loss of $21,090.81 which 
is anything but satisfactory; a much better 
resuit. was expected. Philippine Tobacco ‘rust 
Co., during same period made ‘a profit of 
316,560.34; one or two of the concerns amal- 
vamated have not turned out so satisfactorily as 
anticipated, so that shuwing is on the whole not 
as bad as it might have been. We notice 
tirectors’ fees in this company (also the Manila. 
Investment Co.) have been ;aid; we unders'ood 
Directors of hoth concerns were to receive no 
feces until shareholders had heen paid a dividend 
of 7 per cent. and have no information that the 
Articles of Association had been am nded; 
possibly the extra heavy work entailed on the 
Directors has been considered. Maritima hold 
their half-yearly meeting during current month ; 
we understand they will pty their usual 10 per 
cent. dividend on the 6 months’ working. Gen- 
eral. We are compelled to take a pessimistical 
view of business prospects here; until what we 
pointed out in our circular No. 31 comes to pass, 
and politicians at home leave in a great measure 
the affairs. of these Is!ands to the local govern- 
ment, we cannot hope for much relief. Money 
is tight, and investors are scared of the situation ; 
we will make no comparisofs, simply mentioning 
that capitalists are scarcely likely to turn their 
attention to the Philippines so long as existing 
state of affairs continues; their monay is much 
safer in America and Exrope. It is tantalising 
to see present condition of business when . the 
remedy is so simple.
